ing amounts up to $1,000.00.

The lutter, which is congidered the
hetter by severnl local legal men,
would necessitate an amendment to
the state econstitution, The different
pluns were disenssed in the presence
of WL T. Vinton, representative from
Yumhill county to the present legis-
lnture, and although he has them un-
der advisement and seemed favorably
inclined, it is donbtful whether defi-
nite netion can be secured ut this
seasion,

The indeterminate sentence ques-
tion also eame in for considerable de-
bate. The assembly voted to have it
vepealed, by a large majority. The
indeterminte sentence allows the trial
jndge in cireuit conrts to preseribe
sentence and make the term from one
to ten yenrs. Then it tokes the pris-
oner out of his hands and leaves the
term o the prison authorities. The
Poll-Yamhill Bar sssocintion favors
leaving the sentence in the hands of
the trial judge throughout,

THURSDAY NOON.

Polk and Marion County Courts Reach
Unaninmous Decision; Railroad
Jituey May Be Operatad.

_'I‘hﬂ inter-county bridge at Salem
will be permanently closed to fall
traflic st noon Thureddy, by order of
the Mirion and Polk eounty eourts,
whieh met in joint session yesterday.

The action was unanimous,  Joseph
Wenre, assistant state engineer in
charge of the bridge department, fos-
tified that the bridge is absolurely un-
sife. His decision is based upon a
thorough physical examination of the
bridge and the stresses, The bridge
was first condemned in 1012 and ev-
ery engineer, who has examined il
since, has agroed with that judge
ment. The wen at the joint meoting
yesterdny came to the conelusion that
the bridge was just as apt to fall
over with no one on it, as it was under
4 several ton pressure,

Judge Kirkpatriek said, after the
mesting: ‘W hated to elose it up;
it will mean a great inconvenience
to many people, especinlly those liv-
ing in Wiest Salem, but the danger to
life and property far excceds any in-
convenicnee.'’

One section of the bridge on ench
side of the river will be entirely re-
moved and & big barricade erected to
prevent any kind of traffie whalsoever

Marion eounty now faces the prob-
lem of communication between Salem
and West Salem. The county eourt
broached the ferry proposition but
Judge Kirkpatrick and commissioners
Manstort and Beekett refused to list-
en to it. ““Polk econnty will do noth-
ing about it; it is entirely up to
them."" said Judge Kirkpatrick.
